Ile nlso recommends that all legiti-
mate pnblications now earried through
the mails as second class matter be
transported free.

Many Elegant Residences Mude Fuel for
the Filames.

Nunnally of
JGeorgia, to call county and state con-
ventions for the election of delegates
'to an interstate couvention, to be held
‘at a time and place agrecd npon by the
committes,

Mr. Roddey's plan, ns explained by
him, is to form n combination of the
cotton growers with a capital of #50,-
000,000 or £100,000,000.

Each cotton grower is to contribute
one bale out of every five to the trust.
Estimating the crop at eight million
bales, this plan wonld stock the trust
with 1,000,000 bales, the withdrawal of
which from the market, it isn urged,
will appreciate the price twenty-five
per cent. One genecral office is pro-
posed  with branch oftices and ware-
houses at all eotton receiving points.

The gins in every county are to be
listed. and if possible controlled, so as
to know thge exnet production and to
regulate the supply of cotlon.

In regard to the manngement of the
company, it is to have one general or
head oftice. say in New York or New
Orleans, with two general directors
from each cotton growing state; hawve
one office in each state, with one direc-
tor from each county in that state, and
have sub-offices in all the primcipal
cities and towns in the different states
to control the local cotton.
